addition to this valuation comrjoa justice -would demand that it be redneed 
to an eqnality with that in adjoining counties. However, DO request- has beea 
Biade for a reduction. 


When in Columbus last week Auditor George Feltz heard that it was the 


•intention to again bring up the matter of Alien county farm lands for the 
-purpose of discussing- tha advisability of adding to their valuation. Hi. Feltz 
•at.pace took np the matter with members of the State Board aad had action 
oa .the subject deferred until Thursday, March 28th, at which time Ihnre 
•be a hearing of the Allen county ease. 


There will be a. meeting of farmers interested in this important subject at 


Auditor Felte's office next Saturday morning at ten o'clock vhich everv 
owner of farm land in Allen county should attend. .It should be home ia 
miad that if thisincrease is made by the State Board it will remain increased 
for tea years, during which time even a small advance in the valuation would 
malre the-increased tax to be paid by Allen county's farmers amount to many 
thousand of dollars.

Standard. It reads as follows:

companies have secured leases 
in 


that field, it is said, but will do little 
drilling until they can see a chance 
to market oil should they find it. 


TheOnited States pipe 
line, 
will 


probably not try to compete for the 
product of Texas, as it pretends to 
deal only in "pure oil" from the best 
producers 
of 
Pennsylvania. 
The 


purs oil people fought the Trenton 
rock product to the farthest confines 
of civilization, and dii- it more harm 
in the markets of the world than a 
little. Against their preaching the 
Standard Oil company had to put up 
a huge tight. The fight, of course, 
was on its own account, and not for 
the producers' benefit; but it was no 
less a fight, in their behalf. The acts 
of the "pure" fellows have not been 
forgotten. They have retracted in a 
measure and have sneaked into the 
fields, and are actually now produc- 
ing oil here. They will undoubtedly 
do likewise in Texas, but they must 
be careful hereafter to tell the truth. 


So says the Findlay, 0.. Republi- 


can. 
This is a mistake wbich the 


Lima oil producer is wont to make: 
that there is an enmity on the part 
of Pennsylvania producers, towards 
the Trenton rock product, and that 
the producers of the two grades of oil 
have no- interests in common: it ia 
the strife which the 
monopoly 
is 


particularly anxious to keep at the 
boiling point. What a mistake it is. 
The Lima oil producers are not now 
getting raore than a fair fuel oil price 
for their oil; about half as much, as 
the Canadian producers are paid for 
the same grade; y-et they are getting 
within 40 cents a barret of the price 
of the best Pennsylvania crude; they 
are getting nearly thirty "cents a bar- 
rel more for their oil than the Penn-
